Visitors to New York find the Lower East Side 
an amazing show. There is nothing comparable 
in America. But its importance as a market is 
due entirely to numbers and not to individual 
family purchasing power. It is the most popu- 
lous, most crowded, most old-world district in 
New York City. Its more than 100,000 for- 
eign-born population gives the Lower East 
Side a tinge that is essentially alien. But the 
district is changing. It has lost more than 



40,000 foreign-born since the previous Cen- 
sus. Total population has dropped 225,000 in 
20 years. Slum clearance has added many 
parks and playgrounds. Big housing devel- 
opments, like Knickerbocker Village, have 
appeared. The pushcart markets, Chinatown, 
the Bowery, barber colleges, tattoo shops, 
flop houses, second-hand clothes exchanges 
provide color and atmosphere seldom en- 
countered in the American scene. 
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
